Diplomatic sources here fa- 
miliar with United States policy 
indicated such a move would be 
part of the new grand strategy 
being worked out by the Eisen- 
hower Administration for ending 
the Korean conflict. 

The reports circulated here 
shortly after the U.N. released a 
survey that said the war-battered 
Republic of Korea can become 
economically self-supporting by 
1959-1960 if friendly nations will 
provide aid of $1,750,000,000. 

Blockade Seems Unlikely. 

There also were indications 
that diplomatic experts were 
studying a possible blockade of 
Red China. Some sources said, 
however, there was little chance 
of such a move although there 
might be a widening of economic 
restrictions now in effect. 

Some U.N. members would not 
approve a blockade and there is 
doubt in other circlés that it 
would be completely — 
these sources said. 

The United States took over 
general direction of the Korean 
war in 1950 shortly after the Se- 
curity Council decided the U.N.

First Tows Pass Through Locks 
Of the New y Chain of Rocks Canal 


Brief Ceremony Marks Opening of $40,000,- 
000 Project to Barge Traffic on 
Mississippi River. 


> 


Two 450-ton gates swung in to- 
day, opening the $40,000,000 Chain 
of Rocks canal and locks to Mis- 
sissippi river traffic for the first 
time, and three towboats and 
their barges passed through in 
the first lockage. 

Two hundred persons watched 
a brief ceremony, in which of- 
ficers of the United States Army 
Corps of Engineers greeted rep- 
resentatives of companies sending 
the first barges through the locks. 

The first towboat, the LaSalle, 
entered the main lock from the 
downstream end at 10:20 a.m. It 
pushed two barges carrying 4500 
tons of raw sulfur from New 
Orleans for Chicago and was op- 
erated by the Commercial Petro- 
leum & Transport Co. of Houston, 
Tex. 

Second to enter lock was the 


to rise 11 feet to reach the height 
of the upstream end of the canal. 
The entire lockage took more than 
an hour, but normal time for a 
single ship and no ceremony will 
be about 20 minutes either way. 
The canal, on which work 
started July 25, 1946, runs eight 
miles on the Illinois side of the 
Mississippi, bypassing a treacher- 
ous stretch of the river. During 
low water the Chain of Rocks 
reach drops below a depth of six 
feet at some points, halting all but 
the most shallow-draft river traf- 
fic. The canal’s north end is a 
mile south of the meeting of the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 
Only the main lock, 1200 feet 
long and 110 feet wide, is being 
used at present. The auxiliary 
lock, the same width but half as 
long, is not quite completed.

It is the height of impracticability to 
expect that Congress can do a proper job of 
legislating a good controls law in less than 
three months, and that such a law can begin 
properly functioning before seven months 
from the request for legislation. 


But what happens in seven or eight 
months after the incidence of an economic 
emergency? The very evil which we try to 
control makes its greatest headway. People 
become panicky and rush out and clean off 
the shelves; savings are converted’ into 
goods, and the stream of s nding expands 
in an accelerated and explosive fashion. 


With a standby law, prices would tend to 
remain more stable, and the very need for 
invoking a control program might be 
avoided by the confidence it would en- 
gender. 

These are thoughts which one might have ex- 
pected to originate with the Administration in- 
stead of Senator Capehart. The best thing the 
Administration can now do is te adopt them 
and make them its own.

Communist China is at this moment right in 
the midst of a special celebration by the Mil- 
itary Command, coinciding with the Chinese 
New Year, which has been designated “Love the 
People Month.”

The particular ways in which the troops are 
adjured to love the people shed further subtly 
searching light into the nooks and crannies of 
Communist public relations. Admonitions to the 
soldiers to “talk ta the people politely,” “re- 
turn everything you bave borrowed,” “pay for 
everything you havé damaged,” “do not beat or 
scold the people,” imply that soldiers must have 
been doing the opposite in sufficient foree for 
it to have become a problem. 

So whatever it was before Jan. 26, and what- 
ever it will be after Feb. 28, between those dates 
it is, for the Military Command, “Love the 
People Month.” Nobody is to be defrauded or 
beaten up. And that—-you will have to take the 
word of the Command for it—is love.

Unit Control Clears a Hurdle 

The St. Louis School Board's unit control bill 
has cleared its first hurdle in the Missouri Leg- 
islature, and with surprising ease. Could it be’ 
that now, after well over a decade of pleading, 
the board is finally to be permitted to stream- 
line its horse-and-buggy organization? 

Surely the answer ought to be that given by 
the House Public Schools Committee—a _ re- 
sounding Yes. The measure would place responsi- 
bility for all operational functions where it 
should be—with the Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion—and it would increase the powers of the 
Auditor to supervise expenditures of the people’s 
tax money. These are both worthwhile aims. 

But more than that, the enhanced powers of 
the Superintendent would produce a greater em- 
phasis on instruction. Day-to-day administration 
would likely be free from much of the interfer- 
ence by individual board members that has 
plagued the system for years. And with the 
Superintendent in position to make prompt de- 
cisions, operations ought to be smoother and 
more efficient. 

Objections that this puts too much power 
in one man just can’t stand the light of critical 
examination, Adequate checks are in the hands 
of the board, and any Superintendent attempt- 
ing to run wild most certainly would be pulled 
up short. : 
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Use or Misuse of St. Lawrence Power 

Testimony by its chairmaniraises grave ques- 
tion whether the New York Power. Authority 
could fairly administer St. Lawrence seaway 
power. Chairman Johan Burton opposes the 
preference to municipal and co-operative power 
systems which has been a part of federal power 
legislation for 47 years, 

He thinks the power to be developed on the 
St. Lawrence should be prorated between public 
agencies and private companies according to 
the number of their customers. Even though 
the public*agencies may require less than 10 per 
cent of the output, he is unwilling to protect 
them in that small share. 

Admitting that the demand will be twice the 
supply, Mr. Burton thinks the equitable solution 
would be to halve both the public and the pri- 
vate askings, which would result in giving the 
private companies 95 per cent of the total 
output and the public agencies 5 per cent. This 
is reminiscent of the rabbit sausage which was 
filled out with horse meat on @ 50-50 basis— 
one horse to one rabbit. 

Chairman Burton says the New York Authort- 
ty should receive prefefence on all the St. Law- 
rence power output because it is a’public agency. 
But he does not see any reason why municipal 
and co-op distribution systems should receive 
any preference at all from the New York Power 
Authority on account of being public agencies. 

This testimony by Mr. Burton In hearings of 
the Federal Power Commission promises little 
for the way St. Lawrence power would be ad- 
ministered under his supervision. Even with 
the best leadership, the New York Power 
Authority would be a second ‘choice.

Safety With Insurance 

A Missouri House committee has approved a 
bill to encourage motorists to take out insur- 
ance without compelling them to do so, Thus 
the measure avoids the difficulties of compul- 
sory insurance, as employed by only one state, 
but offers Missouri legislation*alfeady enacted 
in 41 other states. 

Under this financial responsibility law, drivers 
or owners of autos involved in serious a¢cidents 
would have to report to the state. They would 
have ‘to show that their insurance covered lia- 
bility of $5000 for injury to one person, $10,000 
for two persons and $1000 property damage. 
Otherwise, they would have to post bond or 
otherwise prove their financial responsibility. 

Among other things this is a safety measure. 
Today a driver involved in an accident can keep 
on driving until he is proved guilty even though 
he has no means of meeting damage claims or 
making restitution for his carelessness. Under 
the proposed law such irresponsible persons 
would be removed from the wheel of @ car. So 
the House-bill should’ be a good addition’ to the 
state’s highway safety code... 
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Away From the Dumps 

A county which has grown as fast.as St. Louis 
county is bound to run into trouble with inade- 
quate public services, and garbage disposal is 
one of them. Consequently an engineering firm 
has recommended to the County Council use of 
sanitary Iand fills for disposing of garbage. 

The engirieers’ report says garbage collection 
methods in the county are generally adequate. 
But disposal has been left to a series of dumps, 
not always well regulated. Some of these are 
too near residential areas. Some, the engineers 
indicate; are hotels and restaurants for rats 
and insects. 

Sanitary land fill has proved its usefulness 
elsewhere as a safe and relatively inexpensive 
means of disposing of garbage and using waste- 
land. The county ought to begin setting money 
aside for this sanitation project.

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Singing a Different Tune 

A lawyer is under obligation to know what the 
law is.

If that 
lawyer-Senator is also on the Senate Judiciary 
Committee ‘the obligation weighs still more 
heavily on him, | 

Yet-last September when Senator Jenner of 
Indiana was advised that he was not entitled 
to draw $179.40 a month as Air Force disability 
pay he said he knew of no law to stand in the 
way. Then his attention was called to the fact 
that concurrent pay for a Senator and a military 
pensioner was banned by Section 212 of the 
Economy Act of June 30, 1932. To this Senator 
Jenner replied that it only showed the ineffi- 
ciency of the Democratic,bureaucrats.

Details of the plan, as brought forward 
by the Chamber’s Greater Metropolitan 
St. Louis Traffic Committee, are spread on 
the pages of this special issue of St. Louis 
Commerce.

this widely-representative group, the Cham- 
ber and the community are truly indebted. 


The Chamber’s Board of Directors and 
its executive committee both have endorsed 
the plan by unanimous votes. Endorse- 
ments also have come from government 
officials, traffic engineers, city planning 
engineers, an overwhelming number of the 
Board of Aldermen, the St. Louis Real 
Estate Board, and many other groups and 
individuals. 


This despite the stern fact that the basic

Of the 119 fatalities last year, 84, or 70 
per cent, were pedestrians. 

Of the 4995 injured, 1454, or 29.1 per 
cent, were pedestrians. 

And of the 10,431 collisions, 1714, or 16.4 
per cent, involved pedestrians. 

All of these factors represent increases 
over 1951. But they don’t begin to tell the 
whole unsavory story. Consider drivers 
leaving the scene of accident—1626 in 1951 
and 2483 last year, an increase of 857, or 
50.2 per cent. 

Equally to the point of traffic relief are 
the figures on hours of occurrence of acci- 
dents, especially the rush hours on the 
city’s tangled streets. As reported by Maj. 
Raymond A. Dowling; commanding the 
traffic division, Police Department, these 
hours show the heaviest accident rates. 

From 4 p.m. to 6 p.m., for example, 1676 
of the 11,480 accidents reported by Maj. 
Dowling occurred; From 6 p.m. to 8 p.m., 
1475 accidents occurred, from 8 p.m. to 10 
p-m., 1158 occurred, and from 10 p.m, to 
midnight, 1046 were reported. 

Against the background of progressively 
snarling traffic, this is the unhappy hu- 
man toll of-a situation that the Chamber's 
traffic relief plan is confidently expected 
to ameliorate. Along with it, the Cham- 
ber's’ committee is “convinced, will tome 
order out of the present material confusion 
on the city’s streets. 

To the many officials, groups, organiza- 
tions: and _ individuals endorsing the plan 
the Chamber offers its sincere apprecia- 
tion coupled with a civic call of “Forward, 
St..

In Black Disaster, the Helping Hand

The million-to-one combination of wind 
and tide, spéwing and expanding a tiny 
cyclone from the open Atlantic into the 
North Sea under a driving blanket of 
warm air that struck the seas at fulltide 
and sent them pouring atop man-made de- 
fenses, has spelled fantastic disaster for 
England and Holland. 

New mountains from the sea poured in 
a second day, while France and Belgium, 
afflicted less sorely, joined American mili- 
tary forces in Europe in rushing aid to 
the British and Dutch. : 

No man-made invasion could have 
wreaked such damage in so short a ,time, 
The death-toll is headed for the thousands, 
while flood waters ravage land in England 
alone occupied by several millions. 

Holland’s ancient dikes burst at 70 
places, and salt water flooded a sixth of 
the tiny land, its worst disaster in four 
centuries and one that made the iatention- 
al wartime flooding by German engineers 
a puny thing by contrast. 

The only good thing about such catas- 
trophes, as residents of the Ohio valley 
have full cause to know, is the heroic 
promptness with which the unafflicted 
rush to the rescue and the aid of those 
struck by disaster. The concerted action 
of the French and the Belgians and of our 
own military is warming to the heart. 

The whole pattern of our aid will help 
our European friends to: forget the oc- 
casional .misdemeanors of our postwar 
G.I.s abroad, as it has done before—in 
French and Italian and German floods 
and storms, ‘in the great British train 
wreck of last October, in countless lesser 
disasters where G.I.s lent a helping hand. 

And the individual exploits of such G.Ls 
as 22-year-old Airman Third Class Reis 
L. Leming, who saved 18 lives on Eng- 
land’s east coast before he himself was 
dragged unconscious.from the icy waters, 
will refresh again all Europe's reco 


tions of the finer qualities of our best 
khaki ambassadors abroad. 

More assistance of a less heroic kind 
will be needed, of course, and there is 
no doubt but that it will be forthcoming. 
It was only last week that the sturdy 
Dutch cancelled a planned request for 
more dollar-aid, cautiously cenvinced that 
they were almost on their feet again—and 
properly proud that they had long since 
reclaimed the German-flooded lands. 

The economic loss in Holland and Eng- 
land is beyond estimation at the moment, 
other than that it will be vast. 

The English, meantime, might be par- 
doned for shaking an angry fist at the 
skies. This is their second (and far more 
codtly) million-to-one disaster of the win- 
ter, the first having been the Donora-like 
mixture of fog and smoke that cost some 
6000 lives in Lendon in December.

Between Book-Ends 


A Christian Crisis Long Ago 
CONFESSORS OF THE NAME, by Giadys Schmitt, 
(Dial Press, 568 pgs., $3.95.) 
Edmund Fuller in The Saturday Review. 


Gladys Schmitt possesses one of the best 
talents among American fiction-writers. 
She is not of the quiek-turnover school, 
but produces works of size and substance, 
content to wait a span of years for the 
work to grow. In most respects “Confes- 
_ of the Name” conforms to her stand- 
ard. 

The book is massive, powerful in‘ its 
cumulative effect and sound in its scholar- 


‘ship. It is rich in provocative parallels. It 


does bring to life with a wealth of detail 
the Rome of the third century—a period 
not overworked by 
recent novelists, The 
only work of any 
quality I can think 
) of, dealing with the 
y same Christian crisis, 
= is Shaw’s “Androcles 
% and the Lion.” 

With all this solid- 
y ity of achievement, 
this novel lacks some- 
thing of the majesty, 
the music, the lum- 
inosity that gave the 
touch of greatness 
to her “David the 
King,” published in 
1946. “Confessors of

the Name” commands respect, holds in- 
terest, but it does not glow, does not in- 
spire. 

The novel presents the reign of the Em- 


peror Decius, approximately A.D. 250. The 
Sonam anitlenaether wanted to revive 
the old Roman virtues in a decadent, poly- 
glot empire. Through bad counsel in this 
effort, he was seduced into the first great 
organized persecution of Christians, as a 
potentially disloyal, supra-national group 
within the state. 

The test he applied was small in seem- 
ing but tragically large in meaning—a 
pinch of incense offered to the gods, or 
death. Shaw has set forth brilliantly the 
Roman bafflement at the obstinate Chris- 
tian resistance to this apparently slight 
concession. Miss Schmitt sets forth the 
Christian conviction—principle against ex- 
pediency. 

Central actor in this drama fs Favorinus 
Herrenius, patrician intellectual and neph- 
ew of the Emperor. He becomes a kind 
of brain-truster and speech-writer to old 
Decius, admiring the simplicity and in- 
tegrity of his rule. Though he fs not a 
Christian, he cannot concur in the perse- 
cution and accepts exile. Involvement with 
his Christian cousin, Paulina, wife of the 
Deacon Probus, carries Favorinus finally 
to the heart of the strugglg and to the 
arena of the “crimson confession.” 

Make no mistake. “Confessors of the 
Name” is one of the season's distinguished 
novels. If it falls short of anything it is 
only of the peak that’ Miss Schmitt her- 
self is capable of reaching at times.

Technical Skill Evident. 

With young Rabin’s impressive 
debut here—a Paganini concerto 
—still fairly fresh in the memory, 
natural inclination beforehand 
was to wonder how he would 
fare with something modern and 
tougher to put across, like Pro- 
kofieff. Yesterday he+appeared 
to possess most of ‘the technical 
requirements of the concerto, but 
wasn't consistently eloquent in 
conveying its emotional meanings. 
One gasped in amazement at the 
comparative ease with which he 
played the difficult double and 
triple stops in the final move- 
ment, but felt the passing of time 
when some of the lyrical lines of 
the neo-romantic andante seemed 
to be little more than indelibly 
memorized notes. 

The soloist proved that he has 
gained in endurance in the last 15 
months. These were 25 minutes 
of real work, and he showed no 
signs of tiring. Mr. Golschmann 
kept the orchestral accompani- 
ment in proper perspective at all 
times. Prolonged audience ap- 
plause brought the young soloist 
back on stage four times. At in- 
termission several bobbysoxers 
slipped backstage and got his au- 
tograph. 

Conductor Commended. 

The Schubert symphony alone 
would have been worth the after- 
noon. Mr. Golschmann is to be 
commended for both his program- 
ming and conducting of it. He 
brought out all the freshness and 
vigor in the score and didn’t over- 
sentimentalize the more lyrical 
passages. The orchestration has 
beautiful tonal qualities, despite 
the fact that Schubert wrote it at 
the age of 18. Perhaps the influ- 
ences of Haydn, Mozart and the 
early Beethoven do run through 
the work, but there are passages, 
the second theme of the first 
movement for instance, of the ma- 
turing Schubert. Reed passages 
of the minuetto carry an inescap- 
able delight. This symphony, the 
way Mr. Golschmann plays it, de- 
serves future programming. 

Dukas’s “La Peri,” not per- 
formed here in a long time, was 
written for and danced by a prima 
ballerina in Paris in 1912. But 
the music stands on its own. Its 
sumptuous and symphonic orches- 
tration is filled with glowing in- 
strumental coloring. Passionate 
and mysterious themes weave in 
and out and there are such rhyth- 
mic combinations, as shimmering 
strings and a soft bass drum roll. 
The tone poem was highly enjoy-

The 
act provides general limits for 
the number, of officers in each 
category and thus detenmines how 
fast a regular officer can advance.

On Public Health 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 


N 1952, a total of 5051 St. 

Louis residents died from dis- 

eases of the heart and blood 
vessels. This large number of 
deaths represents over 50 per 
cent of the total deaths from all 
causes. 

This is explained in a large 
measure by the increased ten- 
sions under which we live, plus 
the fact that the life span is in- 
creasing and greater numbers of 
people reach the ages at which 
the heart is most likely to get 
into trouble. However, diseases 
of the heart and circulation con- 
cern everyone of us. They strike 
everywhere Pog ache age.

RHEUMATIC FEVER, the most 
crippling disease of childhood, 
causes more deaths among chil- 
dren than all the other infectious 
diseases combined 

The greatest danger from rheu- 
matie fever is the damage which 
it does to the heart. Rheumatic 
fever is not easy to diagnose and 
the doctor needs the aid of lab- 
oratory tests, X-ray, and other 
modern equipment and methods. 

If the diagnosis is rheumatic 
fever the child must be kept -in 
bed to protect his heart until the 
doctor says it is safe to get up. 
He may then lead a normal, or 
almost normal life unless his 
heart has been severely dam- 
aged, but he will need medical 
supervision and protection from 
respiratory or other infections to 
prevent recurrences. 

Two other conditions that ac- 
count for a large percentage of 
all heart diseases are: 

Hypertensive Heart - Disease 
(high blood pressure), which is 
most common. among middle- 
aged people, and causes the 
heart and arteries to wear out 
much too early in life, and; 

Coronary Heart Disease, which 
is caused by the hardening of the 
arteries which supply the heart 
with blood. This condition is the 
cause of many of the sudden 
deaths or “heart attacks” among 
middle-aged and elderly people. 
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MEDICAL SCIENCE has made 
remarkable advances in recent 
years in the care and treatment 
of heart diseases. 

It is now possible to “outlive 
a heart attack” and build a new, 
satisfying life. However, to do 
this the patient must learn to 
adjust his activities to meet his 
physical limitations. 

Learn the danger signals of 
heart disease. Palpitation, short- 
ness of breath, swelling of the 
ankles, or a painful, 
strangling, oppressive sensation 
under the breastbone should al- 
ways be reported to your doctor. 
Let him decide, after a careful 
examination whether your heart 
is sound. 

If he tells you that you have 
any form of heart disease, follow 


his instructions to the letter.

Your Food Problems 
New Pie Crust 


By Edith M. Barber 
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A CHOCOLATE-COCONUT me canes AN ATTRACTIVE DESSERT FOR 
A VALENTINE’S PARTY. 


everybody has the time nor 

inclination to make a pastry 
crust even when a mix is used. 
Pie shells made from rolled 
crackers or cereals are easy to 
make and used often nowadays. 
The latest wrinkle in the pie 
crust design is to make shredded 
coconut serve as a base. 

If you like the flavor of coco- 
nut, and almost all of us do, you 
will like either the baked or the 
unbaked crust. The latter is 
chocolate flavored and is particu- 
larly good with a Bavarian fill- 
ing. Frozen strawberries or any 
other frozen or fresh fruit may 
be chosen to flavor the filling. 

Unsweetened chocolate is com- 
bined with butter and a small 
amount of hot milk, confectioners’ 
sugar and coconut. The chocolate 
and butter are melted together in 
the top of a double boiler and 
the other ingredients added. 
Then the!mixture is spread over 
the bottom and sides of a nine- 
inch pie pan and chilled until 
firm. After the Bavarian filling is 
placed in the shell, the completed 
pie must, of course, be chilled 
again. 

The baked crust is even simpler 
to make. One and one-half cups 
of shredded coconut, the contents 
of a four-ounce package, with two 
tablespoons of melted butter are 
pressed against the bottom and 
the sides of an oven-proof glass 
pie plate. This is baked in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees Fahren- 
heit), then cooled and filled.

Vanilla ice cream or flavored 
whipped cream makes a quick and 
easy filling, or a Bavarian mix- 
ture, often known as chiffon, may 
be used. 


Coconut Fudge Pie. 


Two squares unsweetened 
chocolate, two tablespoons butter, 
two tablespoons hot milk or wa- 
ter, two-thirds cup sifted confec- 
tioners’ sugar, one and one-half 
cups shrtdded coconut, strawber- 
ry Bavarian filling. 

Melt chocolate and butter in 
top of double boiler, stirring un- 
til blended. Combine milk and 
sugar. Add to chocolate mixture, 
stirring well. Cut coconut into 
ohe-inch pieces, add and mix well. 
Spread on bottom and sides of 
greased nine-inch pie pan. Chill 
until firm. Fill crust with straw- 
berry Bavarian filling and chill 
until firm, Garnish with straw- 
berry halves arranged in the 
shape of a heart. To glaze straw- 
berries, dip in strawberry jam 
before placing on pie. 


Strawberry Bavarian Filling. 


One package  strawberry-fla- 
vored gelatin, one cup hot water, 
one-third cup cold water, dash 
of salt, two tablespoons lemon 
juice, one box quick-frozen straw- 
berries, thawed and drained, one 
cup cream, whipped. 

Dissolve gelatin in hot water. 
Add cold water, salt and lemon 
juice, Chill until slightly thick- 
ened. Fold in strawberries. Then 
fold in cream and turn 
chilled pie crust.

South’s leap to four spades, fol- 
lowing on his previous double. 
was a shade too ambitious, but - 
the contract would have been all 
right under skillful management. 


West laid down the king and 
ace of clubs. South ruffed, then 
led a diamond to dummy and re- 
turned the spade deuce. East, of 
course, played low, and South put 
in the jack. West took the trick 
and shifted to a heart. South 
won, cashed the trump ace, then 
hopefully led a third round of 
trumps. The suit did not break, 
however, and East collected both 
the queen and nine, defeating the 
contract one trick. 


It was inconceivable, on the 
bidding, that both the king and 
queen of trumps were held by 
East, and so nothing was to be 
gained by leading toward the 
closed hand and playing the jack. 
The proper technique was to cash 
the ace and then to play a low 
trump. Consider: if trumps broke 
3-3, this low second lead would 
be just as effective as an honor, 
because after South got in again. 
another trump lead would drop 
the opponents’ remaining two 
trumps together. If, however, the 
more probable 4-2 trump break 
existed, it was quite likely that 
one of the defenders had started 
with a doubleton honor. The low 
second lead would drive out this 
honor and South would. retain the 
jack and 10, so that he could next 
lead the jack. With trumps break- 
ing 4-2, it would not do any good 
to select the jack as the second 
lead because if West had started 
with K-Q-x-x he would be bound 
to win three tricks in the suit.
